Delay Decision on New Menlo Postoffice 


All Bids 
May Be 


Rejected 


Anticipated rapid growth of 
subdivisions west of Menlo Park 
has prompted the U.S. postoffice 


|department to undertake a new 


survey of needed facilities in this 
area. As a result, no action will 
be taken on recently submitted 
bids for a new postoffice here for 


| at least 60 days. 


Robert Fahs, assistant to the 
re- 
ported yesterday that the bids, 
submitted June 16, may be reject- 
ed if the survey shows the 14,000- 
square-foot postoffice will be in- 
adequate. 

“We’ve had experience with 
construction ‘projects in Califor- 
nia before,” he told the Recorder. 
“In some cases, in the Los An- 
geles area, we’ve authorized the 
start of construction of buildings 
which were inadequate by the 
time they were completed.” 

Fahs said he didn’t. know 
whether workers were “on the 
ground” yet or not. He said they 
are going to try to determine how 
big the population of the Sharon 
estate lands and the Stanford 
lands west of the city ultimately 
will be. 

The Sharon estate, composed of 
574 acres, will ultimately have 
about 1500 homes in it; Stanford 
has more than 900 acres of de- 
velopable land which it‘is expect- 
ed will be annexed to Menlo Park 
and this is expected to add homes 
for 2500 more families. 

Both the Stanford lands in San 
Mateo county, and the Sharon 
estate, are already within the 
Menlo Park postoffice’s distribu- 
tion area. 

Terms under which the post- 
office sought bids before June 16 
called fof a 14,000 square foot

When five teen-age navy recruits left- from San Francisco’s 
International Airport, last Monday headed for the San Diego Navy 
Training Station—Menlo-Atherton’s athletic strength for the coming 
year suffered a loss.

Garden Column: 


the mountains, but everyone can 
afford a shade tree or two to 
make summer more livable. So 
say area nurserymen, who remind 
us that summer ‘shade trees can 
even now be purchased in large 
containers at your nursery. 

When selecting your shade tree 
it is important to analyze how 
cold the winters are where you 
live and how much sunshine is 
actually dusirable. Evergreen 
trees tend to keep out the sun 
during the winter months so, de- 
pending on location, you may 
want to consider the deciduous 
trees. 

Among the more popular 
evergreen trees in our state are 
the Eucalyptus, Magnolia, in- 
cluding M. grandiflora and M. 
grandiflora St. Mary’s, Acacias, 
Evergreen Elm, Pepper trees 
and many more. 


Deciduous favorites include the 


maple, including silver maple, | 
Norway maple and_ broad-leaf | 
maple, fruitless mulberry, silk | 
umbrella tree, | 
walnut, willow, ash, cottonwood— | 


tree, sycamore, 


to mention just a few. 

Don‘t make the mistake of 
planting the right tree in the 
wrong place. Some shade trees 
grow very rapidly—the mulberry, 
for example. Unless you allow 
sufficient space for such a tree it 
may prove too large for your lot. 

Other trees, such as the willow, 
have tremendous root structures 
and should not be planted where 
they may later interfere with a 
sewer or water-system. Overhead 
telephone wires should be consid- 
ered when you plant trees that 
grow excessively tall. Most shade 
trees will not do too well in the 
face of strong winds. Other trees 


“don’t mind wintry gusts and will 


serve you well as a windbreak. 
In contrast to the fast-grow- 
ing shade trees for people who 
are in a hurry, there are such 
slow growers as the live oak. 
For the ultimate effect you are 
striving to create, you may de- 
sire some trees that fal lin be- 
tween these two extremes. 
Your nurseryman is your best 
source of reliable information | 
about which trees to plant in dif- 


ferent positions on your property. |
